TN point of years Mother'* Day i« the most recent of our cele- 
J. brations of remembrance in a formal way, in actuality it is 
the oldest. Scarcely fifteen years ago the idea was conceived— 
by a woman—Miss Anna Jarvis, that a day set apart for the 
special remembrance of mothers would be graceful token from 
each of us to our best of friends, our mothers. 
The idea was accepted almost automatically In widely 
separated communities and today the observance in America is 
universal. Mother's Day is as firmly fixed in our calendar of 
observances as is Christmas, Memorial Day or the Fourth of 
July. And so long as its rites are as modest and as spontaneous 
as thev are now. so long as the same informality and simplicity 
marks*its celebration as is the case today Mother's Day will be 
one of the cherished customs of Christendom. 
Perhaps there is no bond so common among men as rever- 


ance for motherhood. It was marked time and again in the 
records of nurses and physicians in the world war that the boys 
on the field of battle, friend and foe alike, faced the grim reality 
of Death \\itb the word of Mother upon their lips. Their final 
conversations may have embraced a variety of personalities ami 
interests, bur as their eyes wandered and as they ceased to take 
note of passing Timp, almost invariably the last outward ex- 
pression, indicative of the last mental impression, was of the 
being who gave them birth. 
And as we pass upon the street the misshapen, the dis- 


torted in face and mind, the mental and moral wrecks, outcasts 
of the human tide, those who are utterly abandoned by their 
kind, we may depend upon it that if one of them has left any- 
where upon the face of the earth a Mother, there is still a haven 
of love for him, one protecting arm that would defend his vile 
hulk against all the world. 
. . . 
There is nothing human so close to what we picture divinity 


to be as a mother's care. There is no human passion equal to 
the compassion of a mother. There is no unselfishness like a 
mother's unselfishness. There is nothing finite so enduring as a 
mother's love. There is no sacrifice so common, yet none so 
eternal as the daily, hourly sacrifices of a mother for her young. 


In silence and with serenitv unmoved she bears the misery 


of the world. In the nameless graves of France He mothers' 
hearts as well as the bodies of our soldier hosts. In prison cells 
are locked the stooped forms of mothers as well as hard-faced, 
embittered criminals. At the side of every convict that mounts 
the steps to the gallows patiently walks some mother. 
The 
bullets from the firing squad that sends the soul of the meanest, 
wretch into eterntiy must first pierce the heart of a timid mother. 


The head of the family sees his laudable hopes for business 


success wrecked and his ambitions blasted. He is the picture of 
mental anguish and human woe. But would you find real sor- 
row in that unfortunate event read the heart of that woman 
who has followed his career with all the unspeakable interest 
and concern of a mother. 
. 
- 
You see a babe with flushed cheeks and glistening eye. Its 


body is wrecked by disease and pain is written on its every fe-i- 
ture Would yosi kno\v real pain? Then unlock the recesses o. 
that mother's "heart in whose arms the dying child languisne-. 
and you \\ill discover wells of torment and anguish sucn as no 
other mortal has ever known. 
There is not a distorted feature, a twisted limb, an ache <->. 


mind or heart that afflicts the most lowly of us that is no* 
seared on the compassionate mind of some mother. There is no 
wound so deep, no suffering so acute that does not find moio 
than a counterpart in the hearts of our mothers. 


It is beyond the power of men to pay back the obligations 


a mothers love has incurred. It is perhaps in instinctive recog- 
nition of this fact that we have spontaneously set apart this day 
as an imcbed recognition of that obligation, a partial payment ot 
the debt"of the race. And if some of the mothers of those who 
read this have been released from the cares of this lite, tner 
there are other mothers at whose feet your tribute of love and 
veneration can be laid. 
. 
From childhood to old age it is the redeeming love of 


motherhood that saves the race. And when the shadows begin 
to lengthen for these faithful soldiers of the common good, let 
each of us strive to lighten the burden and smooth the pathway 
for our own mother or for one who, bereft of her own, is making 
her wav alone, silently and uncomplainingly, as is a mother s 
wont, down the course the feet of all must tread.

Methodist minister of Denver. Part of

At a meeting to protest against the 


action of the Cootf delegation held 
at .Newport, ii. I., the above ministers 
w:th the exception of the last n-imed 
n!! spoke scathingly of the loivness 
to which the Iiritish government had 
sunk in its propaganda. 
Among the 


most brilliant speakers at ihat meet- 
ing was L.indsey Crawford, an editor 
of Toronto, formerly of Ulster and 
;ho founder of the Independent Order 
of Orangemen. These nic-n asked the 
Cooie delegation to n:er-t them on 
any platform in America and debate 
the issue, but Cooto answered with 
si:-.-nce.
